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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Van Allen in view of 
Ching fails to disclose the claimed invention, because Van Allen's side wall has a stepped inner surface and a piston must be inserted from 
the front. Examiner submits that Ching teaches a housing that has an integrally formed side and front wall piece 14 and an internally 
fastened back wall piece 26. The dies 16 are assembled in the housing before closing the housing pieces 14 and 16. Van Allen is modified 
as taught by Ching to provide an integrally formed front and side wall piece and an internally fastenable back wall piece such that the piston 
assembly of Van Allen is fit in the housing first before the back wall is tightened. One having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made would be motivated to do such, because not only this would provide a sturdier housing, having less of a number of housing 
pieces would also provide an easier manufacturing and assembling process. 
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
